If any onu tloubl I he expediency of leuis- 
laiing for the improvement of ilio ad inin istra- 
lion of civil justice, in respect of suits fur 
Bums under $-.5V, it only nrc.essury to ro- 
Ritrd. the present stale of business in the 
Supreme Court so fur as summitry suits are 
concerned, to he convinced of the necessity 
of it speedy reform in the sjuteiu, We orb 
now within ten days, wo believe, ol the 
nominal silting of tno January Court, nod 
possibly not one of the December 'cttsag has 
been beard. How many month's cusej still 
remain on the list undisposed of wo cannot 
tell, but it is a fadt that some of the cases in 
which the summonses were taken out in 
October art) now, in the month ot January, 
(till waiting to be heard. The amounts lor 
which actions cm be tried in the Summary 
Court are certainly small, but to many of the 
citizens they are of as much consetptenco ns 
are the lare,o amounts in respect ol which 
aotions are brought by more wealthy suitors 
in the Supreme Court. Theie will, wo be- 
lieve, ho two hills before tl)9 House shortly 
after the recess, both ol them intended to 
provide for the mere speedy recovery of small 
debts. That one ol them should pass into a 
law is most earnestly to be desired. In legis- 
lating upon n matter of this kind, it is to bo 
hoped that the House will lake soma trouble to 
pass an act which will meet thu requirements 
uf thejpublio, much that is applicable to the 
county courts at home would be suitable to 
this colony. Hut there aro beyond doubt 
many improvements that may be introduced 
to make such an Act more complete lor this 
colony. The tirst great difficulty to get over- 
is] the appointment of u judge lor the sum- 
mary court. We cannot conceive it to be 
absolutely necessary to htive two judges in 
this colony for tho supreme anil summary 
court. There is not in the two gourts more 
than work enough for onii man ol thorough 
energy if tho business werogcondncted on a 
proper system. It is absolutely necessary 
that i he summary court should sit regularly 
on stated days and oftener than at present. 
Two whole days in a fortnight ought;to be quite 
sufficient for the disposal of all the cases tiled. 
If, however, the judge ol the supreme court 
is unable to devote tho time required for the 
business of the summary court, then by all 
means let us have a separate judge. But no 
ns account would wc advueate tho separa- 
tion of tho summary court from the supreme 
court ; tho same staff of officers can, 
at tho present ruto of causes, 
easily perform the business of both courts, 
and thus save a considerable expense to the 
colony. The income of the judge might l>5 
provided for out of the fees provided that 
he did not receive more that £IoO 
or £500 a year, but the question arises 
can the services of an efficient judge be secur- 
ed for thatsuin.or will it be expedient to amal- 
gamate the ofiice with some other legal rip- 
pointuifliit, tho duties ol which could without 
difficulty he performed by one and the same 
individual. It would not be right to allow a 
judge of a summary court to practice as on 
advocate in the supremo court : neither do we 
think it advisable that ho should be allowed 
tj practice as a conveyancer in I he same dis- 
trict as that in which his C'juii ia huld. t.'ireuir. 
stances might ariiu ia which the! judge might 
have to decide in questions on which, inciden- 
tally, he may have previously advised one of 
the parties,if he wtro practising any branch ol 
his profession in tho oily ; such a state of af- 
fairs ought to be guarded against by the le- 
gislature, even in its most remote contingen- 
cy. Tho whole tenor ol homo legislation on 
lhcse subjects has been uguitist allowing 
judges of county courts to practice within 
their districts ; and, if it is possible to avoid 
such a course in this colony, it is most cer- 
tainly desirable lo do so. The only advan- 
tage to be gained by allowing the judge to 
practice, would be thu possibility of obtaining 
the services of a judge of more practice uiui 
experience in the law, than it the appointment 
were one under which the holder ol it were 
compelled to devote his whole time to th>; 
public service. It is not to be expected that 
a barrister of any standing or ability, would 
accept nil onerous appointment like that of 
judge of a county court, with a small emolu- 
ment ; and it is qiite possible that the 
amount of business may not be such as lo 
occupy the jvhole time or attention of n judge, 
but it does not follow that on that account the 
legislature are to allow an infringement upon 
all ordinary rules. It would be infinitely more 
to the interests ol suitors ami of the public: 
at largo that the Ju lgo of the County Court 
should hold somo other appointment not in- 
compatible with tho office of Judge, so that 
a liberal salary uould be allowed him, which 
would compensate a barrister of standing arid 
ability for devoting his whole time and energy 
to the public service. A clause in the act 
providing that tho Judge of the County 
Court might also bold the appointment of 
Registrar General, or Registrar of the Su- 
preme Court, would give power to Govern- 
ment to appoint one incumbent to two ol the 
offices. We are no great advocates of plu 
rulism in general, but in a Colony whore tho 
civil list is more than proportionally heavy 
as correspond ing with the population, it may 
become, uscessory and desirable tq amalga- 
mate offices the duties ot which are not con- 
flicting. When the business or the Courts 
increases, no doubt there will be full em- 
ployment for the officials in every Court, but 
until that lime arrives, due regard must be 
paid to economy ; but in guarding against 
undue expenditure the legislature must care- 
fully avoid the error of underpaying those 
officials upon whom grave responsibility 
rests. The laborer is worthy of his hire, 
and a Judge of the County Court in this 
Colony, ought certainly to have a higher sala- 
ry than tho Registrar oljii similar Couit in 
England, if not as much as a Judge. But 
at present the exchequer of the Colony will 
not admit of such liberal salaries being paid 
for one single office! such as Judge of a 
Small Debts Court. It is necessary therefore 
to make some other provision f »r tho prr.per 
emolument oi the .Judge, over ami above tho 
fees which tho County Court will at present 
bring in. 'I'l^ro are some provisions in 
Small Debts Acts of other IWtjfh possessions 
which might be wilh great advantage intro- 
duced into any act passed for Ibis Colony. 

In panicular we would draw attention to a 
power given to thejudges of the small debts 
courts in Bengal by a recent Act inlroducud 
by tho honorable Mr. Maine, which ompoweia 
tho court to entetiain suits for specific per- 
formai.ee of contracts when the damages 'do 
not o.teeed £50 ot £100. Tlio suit may be 
initituted whether the contrast has been 
partially performed or not, mid if the court 
bo satisfijd that tho plaintiff will be mate 
xially injurnJ by delay, it may order iPpecilie 
performance of the contract txpaile and non 
compliance with such an order iS'pOntsWlblo 
as contempt ol court, by imprisonment. An- 
dtliot new leature is ihe trjpj uf suits for £2 or 
Xll before I ho K'gi»irnr subject to the judges 
supervision. If llie'ro be .any difficulty in 
procuring a separate judgo' for the county 
ti.lU „,,lmu- it miuht be a very good 
.•fT.uiob was nroduotivo ol muvu iud> 



provision to allow the Register to try cases 
up to 320 or £30 at a few days notice lo ob- 
viate the delay and expense attendant upon 
the present system of collecting small debia. 
Any measure which lessens the expense and 
facilitates the recovery of debts will be we 1 - 
conio to the public, and it may easily be rend- 
ered Cii'pf.p'ele and satisfactory by simplifying 
the details and ensuring speedy and inexpert 
sive decisions in petty litigation,

REFLECTIONS DURING- THB PAR- 
LIA-VIENTARV itSCJEHS 

Editor Iinm<u OolosisT :— Sir. Whilst 
our Legislators are enjoying their "otiam 
cum dignitate," (which non-classical readers 
may translate "roast beef, plum pud ling, and 
etceteras," if they please) in tho Christmas 
Holidays, it cannot bj a breach of privilege 
"to take a view of tho situation" us the mili 
(ary quidnunce ol the day hiru it, and lo 
oiler a few rt'BUeotlul remarks on the accom- 
plished work of the session, as well as the 
unfinished business on the file. 

As to the accomplished wtrk of the- ses- 
sion I fenr the must enthusiastic supporter ol 
the present House of Assembly would find 
some difficulty in pointing to anything at all 
oommensurate with its length ; but far bo it 
from ma, wilh some thirteen years of expe- 
rience of the evils of ill-advised and lusty 
legislation before, me lo find Inult with tbis 
(lor as a general thing new communities are 
carsed with too much rather than too little 
law-making) : but at Ihe same time I can- 
not but think that our Assembly has wasted 
a good deal of lime in the discussion of doubt 
lolly useful, if not impracticable projecls, to the 
neglect ol others of greater utilily and more irn 
mediate importance, which could and should 
ere this have received its attention. Amongst 
these la ter, I would especially enumerate 
the city incorporation, the voters' registration, 
tho civil list, ihe mail servici s.lho harbor and 
coast defeuuei. and other quostions of local 
Importance, upon which the deliberations 
and action o( the legislature would have a 
direct practical bearing.

Tho youth of Britain arc brought up iu a 
stale of supreme indifference (and I might 
add of too much ignorance) as to the history 
of tho United States, and the feelings and 
opinions of the American people, and it never 
enters their heads to trouble themselves iu 
any manner us to what their trans-Atlantic 
cousins or indeed anyone else may think or 
say about them or I lie ir connlry. But with 
Americans tho case is different. They are 
morbidly sensitive to the opinions of foreign 
nations, uud of England in particular, not- 
withstanding tho studied efforts! thai aro made 
Irom their cradle lo their lomb lo indoctrinate 
them with a malignant hatred of the old 
country and everything pertaining to her. 
And at the present time the feeling of exas- 
peration ngainst us is more rabid than it hns 
been since the settlement of tho Orogon ques- 
tion, or porhapd even the last wor. But lot, 
us for a moment consider tho present position 
of the United Stales Government, und sun 
whether it would bo likely in view of this 
►eutimenl oqd of the patent facl that its ne- 
cessities imperiously demand tho exaction of 
every dollar that can bo raised. Jroin customs 
duties and every olher source, to modify ils 
navigation laws and tarifl in 'avor of IJritish 
bottoms, and British CoionUI produce. 

Tho question of the coasting Irado has al- 
ready beon discussed by the respective gov- 
ernments, and that of the United Stales baa 
hold aud holds lhat even llio Toyogo (lia|l 
round the world) ftom New York to thoir wili- 



er Allantic ports to San Francisco is a coast- 
ing voyage, closed lo foreign shipping whilst 
Great Britain, us 1 have always thought un- 
wisely, not only threw open iIij trade bc- 
tweon her homo and colonial ports, but be- 
tween her home pons themselves, an excess 
•f liberality which, prior to thu breaking out 
of tho civil war, had sorioualy affected Ihe 
interents of her ship builders and owners, 
and tho supply of native sonra.'n, to the great 
detriment of her naval and merchant marine. 
And as to a m difibatibn of iho larill in our 
favor we have but lately received the news 
that an increase of customs duties on various 
aiticles, even of home produce, has been pro 
posed in the American Congress! Xo .v 
what have these colonies lo oH'.-r to tho Uoi ol 
Stales as an equivalent for ibi) relaxation ail 
their navigation laws and the ino liliealion ut 
their tariff' in our favor? Amsrioau Mnp- 
p rig can now cairyjBritish Ireighl even be- 
tween British pons 'tud bo transferred io the 
British flag. Tue port of Victoria is free to 
American commerce, and British Columbia 
cannot, if sbe would, aid you by a reduction 
of her Customs dutiei in favor of American 
goods, because her revenues arc pledged lo. 
her creditors 1 Have you then a quid pro quo 
to oiler to an already impoverished an 1 al- 
most inextricably embarrassed O iverninj.it, 
which con in llush times was ever notoriously, 
in miner's phru8i,''on tbe make," lo nduci; 
it to fjrego even ihe most trifling per ccntage 
of its resuuroes in your fayoi ! To, be sure, 
if California and the other Slates and Terri- 
tories of the Pacific slope could be induced 
to co-operate, tiiuy may submit to Congiess 
with some show ol argument, and perhaps 
some uhiuco of being beard, that as llu- 
North-eastern Slates had derived und were 
still deriving greal advantages Irom the Re d- 
pruoily Treaty with Canada, the Pacific 
States aud Territories were entitled lo similar 
consideration at its hands in respect to 
their trade with their immediate neighbors on 
this coast ; but is ihj dominant puny in these 
stales ami Territories any better nlFccied 
towards us (ban tne re t of the Northern 
•eopie? Kor my own part 1 think not, and 
therefore I would lulu spaio our Legislature 
still colon) the humiliation ol making ad- 
vances so ill-timed as to ensure a prompt, if 
not uncourteous refusal ; and would also 
bumblj express my hop.: thai the Legislature, 
ins'eud ol wasting its lime and eloquence 
on Uiopifcii .'iiw«, may turn ils earnest 
attention to the other questions alluded to as 
being of far inure immediate and practical 
necessity and importance lo the colony. 

A few words as to tho Incorporation Act, 
and I have done ; and 1 will premise Ilium 
by saving that thny arc not the crude words 
of an inexperienced visionary, but of one who 
during a considerable portion of man s al- 
lotted years has been among the " pioneers" 
id civilization, and has carefully watched 
I Slates and t'ilies

THE BED ROCK FLUMfl QUESTION. 

Editok Bitm-i' Comi.vist— ut : As the 
• iiiject of bed ruck Quilling on Williams 
Creek has attracted soma notice of hue, n 
may be as well to stale a few particulars re- 
specting it which may lend lo draw the at- 
tention of miners to il in a definite and prac- 
tical manner. As to tho desirability of a 
bed -rock flume, few seem to h ivo any doubt. 
For tbe present prosperity ol Caribou, it Is 
necessary lhat the claims which are already 
opened should have every advantage id 
working in preference to those which may be 
opened at some future time, but not lo iheir 
exclusion or hindrance. These advantages 
should be made available in the b-ast p >s- 
sible time, and at the least immediate out- 
lay. The aggregate outlay is less lo be con- 
sidered than loss of time. Time to a miner 
is worth a good deal of money. To Ihe hold- 
ers of claims dependent upon a bed-rock tliiuiu, 
it will lose half ils valua if they have to wait 
two or threo years [or its completion. What 
is wanted at present is a bed-rock flume 
that will soon be of u»e to the parties desir 
ing il. To ensure this end, the creek would 
have to be divided into sect ions, and the Hume 
commenced at one or two different places be- 
low where it was most needed, [fit be 
compulsory to wait lur ils arrival from tho 
confluence of William's Creek and Willow 
River, the claims on the tipper part of the 
creek would have to wait three or four years 
for it. The work would be of such magi) i Hide 
lhat I am afraid there would be some dilli- 
oul y in raisiuo capital enough to put it in 
execution. Whereas, by laying it in one ur 
two sections, suited lo present requirements, 
it Would be easily within tho means of claim- 
holders and others Then if a company 
wished to commence r.t Willow River they 
could do so, and whenever they got lo Ihe 
other flume, ihe boxes oould be taken ii|i and 
lowered, so as to ellecl their junction. As 
tho minors themselves have suggested, a 
Hume could be sot in below ihe Marysville 
claim, running up creek till it struck bed- 
rock, which would enable the claims below 
thu cation, containing some of ihe richest 
deposits in the world, lo liu thoroughly worked 
out at a fraction of their present expense. 
Of the inclination of Ihoso claim-owners lo 
go through with the undertnkin ; 1 have little 
personal knowledge, so that I will confine 
myself to what I do know. Above t fie e ui mi 
for a distance of about two miles, the creek 
claims are comparatively worked out, under 
the existing system. Nol by any means thai 
all the gold is taken out, nor more than a 
small fraction of it. There wera several 
claims at work last season, which in Ihejr 
rcsulli would comparu very favorably with 
the good claims below the canon. The niosl 
of these, owing to water, caves, the tapping 
oT old diggings, and u variety of ORUSOs, will 
he incapable ut buiug opened up in the usual 
way next spring. There aic Others that have 
just paid wagtis and expenses, and still more 
that bavo not. These, with a bod-rock llumo, 
would all bo worked to advantage. There 
woul I be no gold left Ulie.ttractod, nnd ten 
tunes the amount taken out with the same 
quantity of laboras before. Of my own know! 
edge, directly and indirectly obtained, I' Ihink I 
inn safe iu saying that all the mineis 
above Richfield are anxious for a bed rock 
Huma immediately. I kuaw littlo of the opin- 
ions of some ol the olaiinowners opposite the 
town ; but thsy cannot bo otherwise than 
favorablo to an undertaking that will benefit 
tnein?ulv«3 as well ns others. There are no 
difficulties of labor or engineering to contend 
with, and theoxpausu will bo trifling com- 
pared with that ot similar undertakings below 
tho canon. The bed rock is baia at the head 
of tho canon, and thoro is a short length of 
fjnmo laid, as an example for others to cun- 
linuo il up iho creek. Tha bed of the oanori 
being worked out and ofjn rapid grade, can 
be made Ilia receptacle for all the tailings, 
so lhat they will nol injure tho claims below. 
Such is Ihn demand fur a bod rock flume 
abovo town lhat this fall a company made 
application to the Gold Commissioner for 
leave lo lay 1009 foul of flumo, to end in 
their own claim, and to be finished by tbe 1st 
ol .Inly next. On his buing saiisliod that 
the parlies through whoso claims il would 
pass wore agreeable to it, ho did all that ha 
could to smooth dilfieulties ami to forward 
the enterprise, but ho gavo tliam to under- 
stand that it would be attended with n certain 
lisk. Through the courtesy of individual 
msmbors of the mining hoard, they had lur- 
Iher explained to tham the ilnnger thcro 
might be iu beginning a movement lhat was 
Dot general and nut protected by any special 
law. Consequently it was suspended until it 
could bo done on a surer basis. It is to bu 
hoped that if His Excellency approve; of the 
Iho measures tvbiob have boun submitted to 
him by the Mining Board, lliuy will bu sulli- 
oieul to protect tho interests ol such an un- 
dertaking. If so, thero will bo no lack ol 
ability or will to carry il through, And if 
»r>y claim-owners do not wish to bo at the 
expense of putting it through their own 
grouud, others will bo lound willjug to do so. 
\Vilh a bed rock flumo thoro will be flourish- 
ing times, without one, tha upper part of 
Williams Greek will soon bo depopnlatod.

1863, bnth ap- 
pointed and declared t nil : lio tallowing pub- 
lic officers shall, during her pleasure, bu Mem- 
bers of thu said Legislative Council, lhat is 
to say, the respective officers lawfully acting 
lor the time being, 

As Colonial Secretary lor tho said Colmy, 
As Attorney Cenoral for Ihe said Colony, 
As Clnuf Commissioner ol Lands and 
Works for ihe said Colony, 

As Collector of Customs for tho said 
Colony. 

Xow these are to notify and declare that 
iu pursuance of the power and authority giy- 
en us aforesaid, the Coventor has constituted 
and appointed the undermentioned persons 
lo be, during Her Majesty's pleasure, members 
ol tho said Legislative Council :

The very words 
seem to assume guilt on his part, f lieu you 
say " a respectable firm of solicitors vouch 
that tho pending suit in the Divorce Court 
will, under un circumstances be compromis- 
ed." Now, first, who aro ihe respoctahle linn 
i f solicitors '/ Aro yon aware, sir, lhat the 
■■ firm,' 1 otherwise the attorney lo the peti- 
tioner, is iho Mr. Wells who dsily advertises 
relief " To the Embarrassed," by means ol 
the Court, in connection with a Mr. Weston, 
who, I believe, is an ncceuuiant ut tho sumo 
address ? Mr. Wells advertises that he will 
obtain " protection lor £5, payable by in- 
stalments," and " without publicity 1" Also, 
lhat " divorce cases aro confidentially con 
dueled." Thu present case seems " confi- 
dentially" known to tho whole world, as .Mr. 
Wells at once rushed into print to inform Iho 
public that no compromise had been made 
in the case. Xow, I should be glad to 
know who set tho report of a compro- 
mise afluat at all ? M.ist assuredly nol 
tha respondent nor her rsoliciior 'I Sho 
emphatically denies all the allegations iu the 
petition ; and Mr. Wolls, in his letter of de- 
nial, might and ought to have added that no 
cuinpmmiso or suggestion of a compromise, 
had come to him bom ihe respondent or her 
advisers; she will quietly await the peti- 
tioner's exposure of himself when tho case 
comes into court.

FOR THE GOVERNANCE OF A TAX ON 
REAL ESTATE. 



WE, THE MAYOR .VXD COUNCIL. 
Ion. in Council convened by virtue of the 
power and authority vetted In us, by un Act enti- 
tled " A" Act to Incorporate the City ol Victoria." 
passed the second day of August, A. D. 160?, iu the 
twenty sixth year ol'the Reign of Her Most Graci- 
on. Maleetj Queen Victoria; and whereas it is ex- 
pedient t-»r the good liovcrnincllt ol the City to 
enact as iullows: — 

1st There shall re raised, levied and collected 
upon all Heal Estate with n the limits of the Cilr 
ol Victoria. Vaucouvcr Island, from and atler the 
llnr.l passage ol this Uy-Law, a Tux of One Halt of 
One per Cent, per ami tun on the market value 
thereat for the current year, and to be paid lor ihe 
use ol the Mayor and Corporation ol the City ol 
Victoria. 

2nd. Provided always that the Real Estate Tax 
now due under this Uy-Law. shall bo for t he yesr 
terminating on the Uls't day ot December, Hits!; and 
the amount ol Ural filiate Tax to be levied under 
this Uy-Law lor 1884 shall be at the rate ol 3-sthe ol 
one per centum, and payable on or btlore the lit 
day ol October. 1864.
